KANSAS CITY, June 3.—The Missouri 

is falling; the Kaw.is going down as rapid- 
ly as it rose, and hope succeeds the gloom 
of the past three daye. 
At 7 oclock this morning the Missour! 
river fegistered 34.4 feet, a fall of nearly 
10 inches in as many hours, and the weath? 
er bureau predicts that from now on the 
water at this point will fall gradually but 
steadily. 

The Kansas river continues to fall at the 
rate of one-half inch an hour and the tops 
of submerged cars and small buildings 
are beginning to show above the water 
line.

“Something like order was brought. out ort 
chaos today,}in the matter of distributing 
such food as was at hand. With the sup- 
ply running short it became apparent that 
the distribution must be systematic, ana 
a central station for that purpose was 
opened. 

From here the food is sent in “proper 
proportions to the  vartous achools, 
churches and other camps of refygess. A 
temporary hospital, with medical attend- 
ants, has been established. Farmers sold 
garden truck in the streets during the day 
and nine hundred sides of beef were re: 
ceaved from Swift’s packing house. This 
is the total number of beeves saved at 
that plant. 

Merchanta of Kansas City, Kan., have 
bought up large quantities of supplies, 
which will be shipped into the suburb as 
fast posssible over the only line of 
road open—the electric road from Leaven-” 
worth, Kan. Street cars in the suburbs 
began to run after a fashion this mor 
ing, with power furnished by the dynamo 
at Leavenworth. The lack of gas is 
verely felt, and oil is scarce. 

Flags of distress from partially inunda 
buildings in Armourdale could be seen 
from Kansas City, Kan., during the day 
and a number of rescues were effected. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 


The day brought to light no facts on 
which to base even a approximation of 
the number of deaths in the flood. Pos- 
sibly ten bodies have been seen floating 
since Sunday, but estimates made from 
this are valueless, as some bodies may 
have floated down the Kaw from Topeka, 
the same bodies drifting in the ever chang 
ing edies of the flood, may have be 
counted several times, and it is not at 
certain that observers have not in s ’ 
cases mistaken partially submerged wi .. <- 
age for bodies. That is the argument used 
by conservative citizens in talking to 
people excited by wild reports.

THE ONE KAW BRIDGE. 


The report last night that the Missouri 
Pacific bridge had- gone out proved tpis 
morning to be incorrect/ The bridge, 
which spans the Kaw, ts weighted down 
by 17 engines and as well as can be judged 
today by inspection made with the aid of 
a field glass from the bluff half a mile 
away, the bridge is still safe. 

The water about the structure is lower 
and the current lees strong than yesterday. 
There are no persons on this bridge. 
The plers and roadway seem intact, but the 
approaches are washed away. 

The weather forecast issued by Observer 
Connor at 10 o'clock this morning says: 
“Both the Missouri and Kaw rivers will 
continue falling today and Thursday. The 
flood level will be from two to three feet 
lower by Thursday morning.”

The government gauge at the foot of 
Market street, which showed this also, 
showed that the stream was rising stead- 
ily at the rate of a tenth of a foot every 
two hours. 

Harbor department officials state that 
3h feet will be reached by Saturday, even 
if there is no change of conditions to 
enuse 2 more rapid rise. 

At that stage there will be from two 
to three feet of water in all the buildirgs 
along the levee front. 

The river will then be within cne foot 
of the stage reached by the last great flood 
in 1893. 

While a rise of one-twentleth of a foot 
jan hour does not seem rapid, it is about as 
rspid as the river ever rises when at its 

ent stage. The river spreads over so 
h territory that it takes a vast quan- 
ty of water to cause a rise of one-twen- 
leth of ‘a foot. The same quantity com- 

g down at an average stage would cause 
a rise of from one-tenth to two-tenths an 
hour. 


Water or 
the Sidewalk. 

The water is now on the sidewalk at the 
lowest poiat on the levee, which is just 
north of the Eads bridge. It crept up unp- 
der the elevated structure during the night, 
and, reaching the level top of the levee, 
passing boats wash up on the sidewalk.

Goods are being trans- 
ferred to higher ehelves. The shopkeepers 
will attempt to save themselves from seri- 
ous loss in that manner. Most of them 
cecupy only the one floor fronting the 
river and they cannot move upstairs. 

There is activity among the boat people. 
They know better than others what to ex- 
pect from the river when it is at its pres- 
ent stage and rising, and they are not 
permitting their property to be exposed to 
any unnecessary risk. 


Wharfboats 
Move With Flood. 

As fast as the water rises the wharfboats 
are drawn in closer to shore and as the 
current becomes more swift and the men- 
ace from @riftwood greater additional ca- 
bles are brought into,use to prevent theon 
being swept away. 

Driftwood which floats in between the 
boats and the shore causes conatderable 
anxiety. Near Spruce street barefooted men 
in overalls were wading weist-deep into the 
eddies formed by barges and with grappling 
hooks dislodging logs which were ccn- 
stantly drifting against the boats. 

A crowa watched the efforts of half a

Levee Building 
to Save Wheat. 

The most interesting incident of the An- 
rie Russell's expedition was the stop at 
Old Madison. 

As she steamed up-stream Tuesday morn- 
ing Mr. Gardner and his guests, with their 
binoculars, sighted a few farmers on the 
Tilinois shore apparently building a smal! 
icvee, 


Later in the day the Annie Russel] re- 
turned to Old Madison from Alton, The 
force of farmers had been increased. 
About 30 land owners and farm: hands, 
with several teams, had undertaken the 
work of constructing a levee in great haste 
and much earnest. 

The farmers stopped work as Capt. 
Montgomery, the skipper, turned the An- 
nie Russell's nose towards them. 

At first, the farmers viewed the advent 
of the boat with some misgivings. Its 
Waves beat upon their levee and they 
were trying to avoid anything that would 
wash any of the earth away. 

When they were informed through : the 
megaphone by Mr. Gardner that it was a 
mission of relief and that the Post-Dis- 
patch representatives were aboard, the 
farmers extended a friendly greeting 
“See That 

Red Flag?”’ 

“We want the Post-Dispatch to tell all 
cther boats to keep away from here,’’ 
shouted one of the levee-builders as the 
gang plank was being lowered. 

“Seo that red flag,’’ he continued, potfnt- 
ing to a small pennant fluttering from a 
pole stuck in the mud at the water's edge. 
“That means danger. That weans ,alé 
boats must keep away from here and not 
wash any mud off this levee with its 
wayes.”’ 

When the Annie Russell was anchored, a 
few members of the party disembarked 
and Mr. Gardner invited the farmers to 
@eome aboard and view the boat. 

They did so with alacrity and Mr. Gard- 
mer received them with his customary 
gonialtty. Gome of the women of the 
farmers’ families, who had been watching 
the levee-building, also cama aboard with 
their husbands and brothers and Mr. 
Gardner pjresented each of them with 2 
gouvenir pin: They were delighted. 

Meanwhile the farmer who had shouted 
the meaning of the red flag had identi- 
fied himself as August Link, who owns 
the farm on which the levee Js being built.

‘We'ro not going to let this place —

The others applauded Link’s announce- 
ment.

They are plowings up the 
earth about six feet back from the water's 
edge and piling it up on the strip immedi- 
ately In front of it. The teams are used 
for the plowing and every man in the 
party, except those driving the teams, 
handles a shovel. 

There did not seem much hope that the 
farmers will be able to keep the Mississippi 
from overflowing their fertile fields, if the 
predicted rise comes along.

floods as the extreme northwest corner, 
fromi the point where the Missouri flows 
into the Misissippi back to the Bellefon- 
tafne bluffs. 

This is all bottom land, occupied by 
gardeners who take their produce to St. 
Louls via the Columbia bottom road. This 
road runs from Baden up to the far cor- 
ner of the county, ekirting the base of the 
Bellefontaine bluffs. 

When there is danger of a flood in this 
corner of the county, the residents first 
move their cattle across the road and on 
the bluffs. Household furniture comes 
next and, finally, the farmers and their 
families. 

Mrs. Mary Sager occupies a farm that 
extends to the Missourf river and is about 
a mile from its month. She stood on the 
bank as the Annie Russell sailed up stream 
Tuesday afternoon and a small boat was 
sent to investigate the conditions about 
her farm. 

She was one of the few persons that had 
been sighted by the Annie Russell in the 
St. Louis County bottoms up to that time. 

“Yes, we're all moving our stock out,” 
said Mrs. Sager and her daughter to the 
Post-Dispatch, “and getting it across the 
Columbia bottom road. The water is com- 
ing in on the road from the Mississippi 
and it might run from the Missouri at 
the other end. S80, everybody wants t9 
get their stock across right away. 

If the water should run into the road 
from both rivers, it would Isolate the cor- 
ner of the county completely. 

But Mrs. Sager is not as greatly worried 
as some of her neigh ors. 

“We've got the highest place around 
here,"’ she said, “and we can gtand a rise 
of several feet yet. It is only rising about 


an inch an hour.”

Great Danger 
Near St. Charles... 

Farther up the Missouri from the Sager 
farm are several farms within a few feet 
of the water's edge. They are level, too, 
and the torreng will hide them completely 
with a rise of a few feet. They are builld- 
ing no levees on these farms, however, ap- 
parently thinking the necessary rise may 
not come or that they can retreat to the 
bluffs temporarily if it becomes necessary. 

About four miles from the mouth of the 
Missouri, the Bellefontaine bluffs loom vp 
on the St. Louis County side, extending 
for several miles. There is no danger of 
an overfiow in this portion of the county. 
Nearer St. Charles, however, there are 
miles of low lands again, and these are 
in danger. 


Houseboats Deserted 
on the Missouri. 


The eastern end of St. Charles County, 
seen from the Annie Russell, looked like it 
was lost in a sea. It is a long, narrow neck 
of land with islands of varying size at its 
apex. 

The Missouri. boils along on one side of 
this neck of land and the Mississippi rages 
on the other. Mobile Island and smaller 
‘Slands near by are already’ inundated. 
Only the willows and tall brush can be 
seen sticking up above the water. 

Around these itslands it is water, water 
everywhere. Only driftwood and half-sub- 
merged willows vary the view. Theo settle- 

ent known as M.ssouri Point has been in- 
undated, and from the Missouri river there 
are no signs of life visible from the mouth 
of the Missouri to the Bellefontaine bridge 
on the St. Charles side. 

The party on the Annie Russell did not 
seo a human being on the 8t. Charles side 
from the mouth of the Missouri to the 
Bellefontaine bridge. There were no farm 
houses vistble either. 

Occasionally a deserted houseboat or a 
small shack was discernible in a clump of 
Willows. But even then they appeared to 
be in imminent danger of surrendering to 
the water's embrace. 

All this land seems very low, and it looks 
as if a few feet additional rise in the Mis- 
sour! would bury it beneath a sheet of 
muddy water. 


The Missouri No 
Longer Navigable. 


“Treacherous stream,”’ observed Mr. 
Gardner as the Annie Russell ‘turned into 
the Missouri river. “Formerly the Mis- 
sour! emptied into the Mississippi opposite 
Alton. Now it comes in here eight or nine 
miles below. If this flood gets as big as 
predicted, there's no telling where it will 
Switch to. 

“It 1s no longer one of the navigable 
rivers of the United States. The gOvern- 
ment, no longer dredges the channel and 
maintains government lights along its 
course through Missouri, as it once did.”’ 

While at Alton the party aboard the An- 
nic Russell was informed that the ferry- 
men between Alton and Missouri Point re- 
ported that the people in that section were 
rapidly leaving their homes, as the waters 
from both rivers began fo spread around. 
them. 

Capt. Montgomery, skipper of the Annie 
Russell, says that the more the rivers 
spread above St. Louis the less chance 
thero is for danger here. 

“If the water keeps on pouring into the 
Mississippi and it does not spread above 
St. Louis,” he says, “of course, it will rise 
here.’’ 

The Mississippi is spreading, however, 
below the mouth of the Missouri. 


River Runs . 
Mile Inland. 

‘It has climbed over the St. Louis county 
shore almost all the way from there to the 
water works at the Chain of Rocks. Un- 
tke what is expected in other places if 
the water gets over the banks, however, 
the entire country is not flooded for any 
great distance back and the property loss 
as yet is not severe < 

On the Illinois shore, however, the water 
every day bores ite Way farther inland, 
Just opposite the mouth 4f the Missouri 
it has gone tn behind the North St. Louis 
Hunting and Fishing Club's headquarters.

The Burlington tracks act as a levee all 
along this section, and holds in check the 
river, but the water has flooded a tract 
two miles in length and a quarter of a mile 
in width to a depth ranging from four to 
ten feet.

The river has raised to such a height 
that the water is pouring through the 
mains into the bottoms, and § dwellings 
and buildings of all styles and kinds are 
submerged. In some places the water has 
crept to the eaves of the houses. 

As early as Monday the exodus from this 
section began. Wednesday morning, the 
few belated ones, who had hoped to re- 
main, were compelled to vdcate, and wag- 
ong passed through four feet of water to 
bring their household effects to dry land. 
Skiffs were also busily engaged in saving 
the household goods of a number of fam- 
ilies. 

At this point one block of East Gran& 
avenue is under water, and the brick works 
of the Illinois Supply Co. is surrounded 
and partly submerged. 

Dwelling Sweeps 

Under the Bridge. 


The old intake tower of the waterworks, 
which now projects 150 feet into the sweep- 
ing ctrrent, has checked a pile of debris 
and drift weighing tons. The Iogs, limbs 
of trees and planks are wedged together 
in an inextricable mass five feet high. 

At §:30 Wednesday morning a dwelling 
with canvas roof swept under the Mer- 
chants’ bridge.

KANSAS CITY, June 3.—The cost of pro- 
visions is one of the bad features of the 
‘food. even to those who have not suf- 
fered direct loss. With ham selling at 50 
cants a pound and beefsteak at $1, eggs for 
40 cents a dozen and potatoes, the same 
potatoes that only two days ago were gell- 
ing at from 70 cents to W cents a bushel, 
lselling at $3 a bushel, the poor must eat 
| sparingly. The woman who has only a 
small family to care for is scheming and 
‘planning to care for that litth family, but 
the mother with the big family who must 
think of four or five and sometimes ten 
hungry little ones has before her a gitua- 
tion that {s almost overwhelming. There 
seems to be no question at all that the 
people of Kansas City are at the mercy 
of some of the grocérs. In the outer part 
of town there is.no meat to be had at all, 
and in the downtown districts there is 
oniy a litth of it and the butcher demands 
his own price and gets it. He will not tell 
you the price unless he feels sure that 
you are going to buy. ‘If you are recog- 
nized as an old customer you can get 
epareribs at % cents a pound—if you are 
|not you will pay 10 cents more to the 
pound. 

lf the people of Kansas City would cease 
their stampedé for provisions the situation 
would be less alarming. Every housewife 


in town seem panic-stricken , over supplies, 


and if she but realized it she is only in- 
creasing prices. When she goes in and 
gives an orden for $50 worth of canned 
goods the grocer doubles his price on the 
next customer, and as the day lengthened 
yestcrday the prices became steeper. 

The grocers in the southern and eastern 
part of the city have a good supply of 
fresh vegetables and while prices are 
higher than usual, still they are not more 
than 20 or 80 per cent more than they were. 
Fresh green peas could be had at 15 cents 
a quart and fresh string beans at the eame 
price. Lettuce was only 5 cents a head and 
radishes were three bunches for 10 cents. 

The grocer who has been honest with his 
customers Is the grocer who has for all 
time established this trade. 

The grocers say that the women and men 
who are stocking up in canned goods are 
not acting Wisely and that they are re- 
sponsible for the jump in prices. The &it- 
uation will be relieved as soon as supplies 
reach here from outside. 


HOW THE KAW 
SWEPT AWAY

KANSAS CITY, June 3.—The force of the 
torrent which filled the Kaw valley be- 
tween the two Kansas cities was well 
shown tn the way it swept down the 17 
bridges which spanned the river. The 
Kaw valley is somewhat similar to Mill 
creek or railroad valley in St. Louis. But 
it is much wider. Kansas City proper and 
Wyandotte, or Kansas City, Kan., set on 
the bluffs on either side.

POINT REFUGEES

Gorrespondonts at Alton. 

Farmers are fleeing from Missouri Point, 

between the Mississippi and Missour rivers, 


opposite Alton. 
The two rivera have joined forces through 


people on the point are menaced from 
three sides. 

Their farms are under water or so seri- 
ously menaced that they are all seeking 
safety on higher ground. 

Opposite Alton it is ten miles across the 


near together, and ‘just below Portage the 
distance between the streams is only about 
three miles. 

At this point the land is low, and the 
water from the Migsouri‘has swept through 
a trestle of the Burlington and mingled 
with the water of the Mississippi. 

Water coming from three sides has su 
merged most of the big fertile farms on 
the point. Among the farms under water 
are those of J. L. Watkins, John Felton, 
Obin Stermer, Joseph Golicke, William 
Ryeburn, James Bayliss and Jacob Smith. 

Fifty families have left the point, taking 
their livestock with them. 

The Alton authorities have placed the 
gecond and fourth floors of the city hall at 
the service of the refugees and they will 
be sheltered there until their need is pas 
or they have made other arrangements. 

Five families are now sheltered there and 
others are to be brought during the day. 

Most of the refugees from Missouri Point 
will be taken to Alton. 


Ferry Boat Does

All along the railroad embankment are 
big piles of drift taken from the river and 
sorted ready for handling. 

Just above the Carondelet water station 
is a colony of squatters who have their 
village laid out with streéeta and alleys. 
Most of them were well above ground. 

The foreman of one company of drift 
catchers caught a wagon bridge about 320 
feet long, built of 16 feet, 2-inch oak planks 
and heavy beams. He was taking it apart 
carefully. He had been working several 
men since the river reached flood stage 
and said he would not take $400 for his 
lumber. 

In this colony the houses are safe, and 
only one was to be seen that had been 
wrecked. Its owner, a disconsolate negro, 
wag sitting on the railroad sharing his 
woe with every passerby. 

“Tl might ’a knowed that ald boat would 
not float after bein’ on the bank six years,”’ 
he said. He remained in the boat too long 
to get out his carpets and household fur- 
niture. 

One negro woman whose yard wag ficod- 
ed and whose house would goon be dis- 
lodged, stood in the door and asked some 
one to hunt a teamster for her. 

“Oh! it ain't so bad,” she said. “T’ve 
lived off the river 15 years, and now it’s 
got my gerden. I guess I can’t kick. 

“I got money and I would like to give 

to some teamster to get me out of here, 
but they is all too busy catching drift.” 

Just below her house a party of negroes 

ere landing a catoh of telephone poles, 
while gnother party had a big raft of 
piling, brought to land by the ald of a 
horse. 

Many of the squatters’ houses are well 
furnished, and while the women are bare- 
footed, witb sleeves rolled to the shoulder 
over their well-browned arms, others aré 
more fastidious.

As it became apparent that ft would be 
necessary to admit enough of the stream 
to fill the enclosure, to afford some relief 
on the Wiggins ferry tracks, a warning 
was sent to the squatters to vacate. The 
mandate was obeyed @y the greater num- 
ber, who conveyed their possessions to 
safe quarters by skiffs and wagons. 

The river was admitted by degrees, and 
afforded rejief for the time by equalizing 
the pressure on both sides of the Wiggins 
ferry tracks for a mile. 

One woman, Mrs. Miller, who lived In a 
tent on a knoll, refused to leave; under 
the impression that her dwelling was out 
of danger. The water rose steadily, until 
it covered her ankles. When it reached 
her waist she climbed a tree and began to 
shout to be taken off. Her cries were 
heard at 1 o'clock Wednesday morning by 
& man named Curley, who rescued her in 
his skiff.

The policy of the former Council combine, the combine of un- 
pleasant memory which handled the Central Traction deal, was 
to hold up a franchise-seeking corporation for the benefit of the 
combine members. 

The policy of the new Council combine, recently elected upon a 
reform platform, is to hold up the city for the benefit of a 
franchise-seeking corporation. 

Thus we have secured a change of policy in the Council with- 
out advantage to the city. The advantage of the change is on 
the side of the franchise-seeking corporation, which is relieved 
of the necessity of paying out cash to the members of the com- 
bine. 

The new Council combine voted to give 
Railroad Association city property estimated to be worth 
& sum which at 65 per cent would bring an income of 
$40,000 a year; it voted a franchise which, according to the 
president of the association, will enable it to double its capacity; 
it voted to strengthen a terminal monopoly now crushing the 
comimerce of St. Louis, without imposing upon it an effective 
restriction or condition. 

The only compensation provided for in this grant of valuable 
property and franchises was the payment of gn old debt of 
$150,000, the unpaid compensation of a previous franchise and 
property grant. 

If the combine had stipulated that St. Louls should be freed 
from the blight of the bridge arbitrary and the East St. Louis 
terminal rule, if it had insisted upon the intelligent regulation 
of bridge and terminal rates, we could understand how business 
men might waive other considerations in the interest of com- 
merce, but this combine of business men waived all public 
considerations and threw both the business interests and the 
city’s interests to the terminal monopoly. The reasons for this 
betrayal of the city and subservience to the railroad trust must 
be found in the consciences of the members of the combine who, 
according to fhe vote finally rejecting the Compensation clause, 
were Councilmen BOYCE, DAVIS, GARDINER, MARKHAM, 
MORTON, ROLFES, SHEEHAN.

JACKSON, Ky., June 3.—The order chang- 
ing the trial of Jett and White murder 
cases to Morgan County has been with- 
drawn, and the cases will be tried here 
as soonras a jury can be summoned from 


an’ adjoining county. 

Curtis Jett and Thomas White, alleged 
murderers of James B. Marcum, were 
brought into ¢ourt by a file of soldiers to- 
day. The court’s order of yesterday to 
hold their trial had not been entered, and 
upon the suggestion of Commonwealth At- 
torney Byrd of the inconvenience and dan- 
ger to witnesses entailed, the court direct- 
ed that the order be not entered and that 
the cases go to trial here. The judge wili 
appoint an elisor (acting sheriff) to go to 
another county and get a jury. 

The jail guard was called out last night 
by a number of shots which were appar- 
ently fired in the air to annoy the soldiers, 
Otherwise the night passed quietly. 


RELEASE DENIED TO SOLDIERS 


Four Military Prisoners Must Remain 
at Hard Labor in Leaven- 
worth Prison. 


In an opinion rendered Wednesday morn- 
ing Judge Thayer of the United States 
Circuit Court, denied the application of 
four military prisoners for release from the 
Fort Leavenworth military prison, which 
they asked on the groand that they had 
been illegally sentenced to hard labor. 

The four prisoners are George R. Langan, 
Robert H. Seckler, James KR. ,Depp and 
Fred J. Carrier. They are serving. sen- 
tences ranging from twe to four years, 
each of them having been convicted by 
court martial of violating the sixtieth 
article of war by appropriating govern- 
ment property. 

They based their application for release 
on the ground that the sixtieth article of 
war did not specify that the court martial 
might sentence them to imprisonment at 
hard labor, the language being simply ‘‘im- 
prisonment.’’ Their attorney contended 
that this meant simply imprisonment at a 
military ,post. 

Judge Thayer held otherwise. He said 
he did not construe the word technically, 
and took it to mean that a court martial 
could sentence convicted men to imprison- 
ment at hard labor for any crime for which 
a civil tribunal would render a similar sen- 


tence.

‘“‘No facts have been stated which show 
that the Terminal Association will refuse 
to accept an ordinance imposing a reason- 
able.tax for the franchise granted. 

‘The argument of the majority has been 
confined almost entirely to showing the 
need of additional terminal facilities, but 
this is quite irrelevant to the question of 
& proper money payment to the city, 

“The Terminal Association for pure busi- 

ess reasons and self interest cannot af- 
ord to decline the ordinance, even though 
a compensation clause is attached. 

“The truth of this statement ig shown 
-in the following facts: 

“Mr. Walsh, the president of the ter- 
minal, has stated over his signature that 
the building of the loop and broadening 
of the elevated structure to four tracks 
will double the capacity of the bridge. Ele 
likewise states that trans-river, freight, 
assenger, express, mail and pagpage cars 

andled by the Terminal Association for 
the year 1902 amounted to 1,089,431 cars, 


Increased Capacity 


Means More Earnings. 

‘"The above facts show what doubling the 
capacity of the bridge means to the Ter- 
minal Association as to increase earnings. 
Will it forego the prospect of millions of 
dollars of increased earnings rather than 
pay a reasonable compensation to the city 
for a franchise which enables it to gather 
in this golden harvest? 

Moreover, the Terminal Association has 
purchased land between Chestnut street 
and the bridge, immediately west of the 
levee, costing upwards of a million dollars, 
on which to construct the me + it also has 
entered into contracts for the structural 
iron. ete., for the elevated tracks, costing 
a million dollars. 

Under the circumstances. will it or. I 
may say, dare it refuse an ordinance which 
enables it to carry out its project be- 
cause, forsooth, the city has been bold 
enough to exact a reasonable compensation 
for the valuable privileges granted? 

“I¢ the amendment submitted by Presi- 
dent Hornsby had been adopted the termi- 
nal would have been ruled off the levee 
entirely and to carry out its scheme would 
have n compelled to purehase private 
weve Nt. between Market and Spruce 
streets costing, I am informed, from half 
to three-fourths of a million dollars. 

“It is saved this great outlay by this 
bill as it now stands. 

“Tf the city is to furnish its levee as 4 
right of way for the elevated tracks and 
thereby save the terminal association the 
purchase of over &@ half million dollars 
worth of land, is it not fair that an ade- 
quate money return be made the city? Is 
not thts in accordance with good HDusiness 
principles and en a business ad- 

inistration require it: P 
edn my opinion the present bill gives 
away a most valnabee, ape and does 

‘t exact one penny in return. . 
neiphe payment of the $150,000 cannot be 
regarded as other than extinguishing an 
old debt In connection with the Clark ave- 
nue bridge, which morally became due in 
1891. and the payment of the same in 1903 
will be a saving to the Terminal Associa- 
tion of over $100.000 in interest. 

“Favoring as do additional terminal 
facilities and all that tend to the upbulild- 
ing of our efity, its trade and commerce, 
neverthelesa I cast my vote against this 
meagure in its present shape, as, in my 
opinion. it needlessly gives away valuable 
public franchises without compensation to 
the city. 


DEAD HEART 1S MADE TO ACT 


Forced to Pump Blood After Its Re- 
moval, Thus Demonstrating Its 
Independence of Nervous 
System. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—Thdt the heart ts in- 
dependent of the central aervous system 
and can be made to pump bdlood through 
an artificial circulation, even when. re- 
moved from the body, has been demon- 
strated to the students at the University 
of Chicago by a striking experiment per- 
formed by Prof. Elias P. Lyon of the de- 
partment of physiology. _ 

Prof. Lyon hag been able not merely to 
make pieces of hearts pulsate in salt solu- 
ions and in the air. as was done by Prof. 
Jacques Loeb and Prof. Lingle, but by the 
arrangement of a suitable apparatus he 

as caused the heart of a dog to pump 
blood through itself, a piar of lungs and a 
luop of tubing over four feet high. 

Dr. Lyon disclaims the distinction of dis- 
covering the method of causing an 
apparently dead heart to beat, as he 
save that the experiment -has been per- 
formed before by certain investigators. 

Previous experiments having shown that 
the heart was independent of the central 
nervous system, it was found that the only 
eondcitten necessary for causing the heart 
to beat wag that it should be able to cir- 
culate blood through itself. If this condi. 
tion be met and the blood prevented from 
coagulating in the compartments of the 
heart {t was found that ¢irculation could 
be, Kept up.

Nothing but Barren

At New Holland, the storm did its worst. 
Nothing but the barren red hills remain. 
For a distance of three-fourths of a mile 
on the hillsides and in the valley to the 
left of the Pacolet mills, the ground is cov- 
ered from sight by the fragments of the 
150 houses that the tornado annihilated. 

The debris is spread as smoothly over 
the earth as though laid by human hands. 

A committee was appointed at a mass 
meeting today fo bury the victims. The 
entire city will suspend business for 24 
hours while the dead are prepared for 
burial and graves are being made. .The 
city pastors have been requested to act as 


@ committee to see that every person has 
a suitable funeral.

While the res- 
cuers were getting ready to begin the 
search for their corpses, the woman and 
her six children crawled out through the 
chimney, practically unhurt. 

A boy in the fourth story of the Gaincs- 
ville cotton mill was blown out, holding a 
piece of plank, and landed at the southern 
depot, 200 yards distant. The plank acted 
as a parachute, as the youth, after strik- 
ing the ground, walked off very little hurt.
